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3. Comparing this half-year with the corresponding 
period of 1871, the gross receipts show an increase 
of £31,337, or 3°35 per cent. -There was an increase 
in the passenger receipts of £29,953, or.9°19 per cent., 
and in the freight receipts of £1,349, or 0°22 per cent. 
The total number of passengers carried was 984,525 
against 961,432, and the quantity of freight was 797,935 
against 789,231 tons. ‘The average receipt per passenger 
was 6s. 6d. against 6s. 1d., and per ton of freight 15s. 4d. 
against 15s. 5d. 


The extraordinarily severe weather which set in towards 
the end of December caused an actual decrease in the 
traffic receipts for the last week of the year of nearly 
£13,000, and the change of the gauge between Sarnia and 
Fort Erie, carried out last November, caused for a time 
a considerable interruption to the general traffic; and 
from these two causes the gross increase in the traffic 
was considerably less than it otherwise would have been. 
It will be seen, however, from the following table, that 
the steady growth of traffic to which reference has 
frequently been made in previous reports still continues, 
and that notwithstanding the exceptional causes referred 
to, a greater number of passengers and tons of freight 
were carried during the past six months than in any 
previous half-year.

4, The expenses for the half-year amounted, including 
the renewals as charged in the ordinary revenue ac- 
count, to £793,293, or 82°07 per cent. of the gross re- 
ceipts; as against £712,724, or 76°18 per cent., for the 
corresponding six months of 1871. Excluding the re- 
newals, the ordinary working expenses were 64°95 per 
cent. against 59°70 per cent. There was an increase of 
expenditure for the haif-year of £69,326—at the rate of 
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12°41 per cent., against an increase of 3°35 per cent. 
in the receipts. This additional expenditure was wholly 
due to the enhanced cost of fuel and other materials used 
in the working of the railway, and to a further rise m 
wages. 


5. The number of miles of permanent way re-laid 
during the year was 236, of which 1823 miles were laid 
with steel. The total length of steel rails laid up to the 
Slst December last was 2914 miles. The number of 
sleepers laid in during the year was 909,564, against 
673,703 in 1871. The ballasting of a further length of 
174 miles was completed. 

It will be observed that the total charge for mainten- 
ance and renewals in the past half-year was, for 
maintenance £78,031, and for renewals £193,188. In 
the previous half-year the charges for these items were, 
for maintenance £70,918, and for renewals £76,780. 
The total charge for 1572 was, therefore, £418,868. Of 
this amount, £27,739, representing the cost of laying in 
the track 2,905 tons of steel rails with fittings, &c., has 
been brougut to the debit of a Supplemental account. 
This account has been opened for the purpose of charging 
it with the cost of the additional quantities of steel rails 
intended to be laid on the line beyond the 14,000 tons 
already arranged to be included as part of the ordinary 
maintenance and renewals of the railway during 1873 
and 1874, This extra quantity will amount in the present 
and two following years to 32,000 tons. Tothe credit 
of this supplemental account has been placed the sum of 
£82,737, a portion of the proceeds realised from the 
recent sale of the Atlantic Bonds. 
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It will be remarked from the Engineer’s Report, at- 
tached hereto, that the condition of the Permanent Way 
is more satisfactory than it has been for many years. 
The breakages of iron rails during 1872 have © 
been 50 per cent. less than in 1871. The cost of main- 
tenance. will materially diminish as steel rails are 
further substituted for iron rails; and uitimately the 
total sum for maintenance and renewals, when the 
main line has been re-laid with steel, will not, it is 
expected, amount to much more than one-half of the 
sums above charged. 


6. The total train-miles run were 3,474,208 against 
3,642,556, showing a decrease of 168,348 miles; and there 
was a decrease in the car-mileage of 527,570 miles. The* 
cost per train-mile in the locomotive department was 
32°14 cents against 26°40 cents. ‘The increase in the 
item of fuel in this department was no less than £21,237, 
and the increase in the wages amounted to £5,701. 
These two items alone represent very nearly the in- 
creased cost of the working of the locomotive depart- 
ment in the half-year. | 

In regard to the charges for “car hire, &c.,” it will 
be noticed that a large saving has been effected in con- 
sequence of the action taken by the President when he 
was in Canada last autumn, in terminating certain 
onerous agreements that were then in force,and had 
several years to run, for the use of changeable-gauge 
car-stock. The saving thus made will not be less than 
at the rate of £50,000 a year. 


7. The total addition to Capital during the six months 
was £1,018,037, of which £464,075 was the capitalised 
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interest on the four classes of Preference bonds and 
stocks, and £346,926 was paid on account of the 
purchase of the Montreal and Champlain Railway, under 
the terms of the agreement made with that Company. 
The other items, less certain credits, are chiefly for New 
Works, the details of which will be found fully set forth 
in the accounts themselves. 


S. The receipts in American currency during the half- 
year amounted to $2,439,000, as against $2,387,000, of 
which $1,101,554 was converted into gold, against 
$956,599, entailing a loss of £24,195 against £18,183 
for the corresponding period of 1871. 


9. Having regard to the future, the Directors have to 
report that their Bill now before the Canadian Parlia- 
ment, containing the additional clauses adopted by the 
Meeting held on the 20th of March last, has been approved. 
by the Government in respect of the postponed and con- 
tingent Dominion debtof £3,111,500,andthatthe Railway 
Committee of the Canadian House of Commons, to whom 
it was referred, has reported favourably uponit. As was 
announced at the Meeting referred to, the Contractors 
for the new issue of £10,000,000 of Ordinary Stock have 
already deposited £100,000; ana they are bound to place 
a further sum of £100,000 in the hands of the Company 
within a fortnight after notice has been received of the 
passing of the Bill. As soon as this last deposit has 
been paid the Company will be prepared on the request 
of the Contractors to issue the new Stock. <A further 
sum of £300,000 is then to be paid by the Contractors 
within one calendar month from the date of payment of 
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the last-mentioned £100,000. The balance of £1,500,000 
is to be paid by the following six instalments, viz., 
£200,000 on the 80th September and the 31st December, 
1873, and the 31st March, 1874, respectively, and 
£300,000 on the 380th June, the 30th September, and 
the 31st December, 1874, respectively. 

The Directors have'as far as possible made prelim- 
inary arrangements—with a view to the narrowing of the 
gauge from Stratford to Montreal during the present 
year—for placing on the line, by the time the narrowing 
is effected, of 125 additional narrow gauge engines—and 
for completing other important works in stations, sidings, 
and ballasting: and they will be the better prepared, 
therefore, to give the necessary orders for the carrying 
out of the above improvements as soon as their Bill has 
finally passed. 


10. According to the latest advices from Canada there 
is every reason to believe that the International Bridge 
will be opened for traffic in August next. The traffic at 
present passing between Detroit and Buffalo, even with 
the limited carrying capacity of a ferry-boat, exhibits 
eratifying results. 


11. Further sections of the Intercolonial Railway will 
also be opened during the present year, and will be of 
assistance to the traffic of the Eastern section of the 
Grand Trunk Railway. 


12. After the expenditure of the proceeds of the 
£10,000,000 of New Ordinary Stock which it is pro- 
posed to issue, the Directors feel that a new condition 
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of things will be established on the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way. The line will be made equal, as regards per- 
manent way and rolling stock, to any railway on the 
American Continent. Canada and the Western States 
of the Union in connection with it are advancing rapidly 
in population and wealth. Thereisnow more reason than 
at any previous time to hope that the Company will at 
last surmount its difficulties, and be placed in‘a fair way 
to realise that measure of success which the Directors 
and Proprietors have so anxiously and persistently 
laboured,in spite of repeated disappointments, to achieve. 


13. As, after the passing of the Bill, the First and Second 
Preference Bonds will become First and Second Preference 
Perpetual Stocks, due notice will be given as to the 
time when these Bonds are to be sent to the office for 


conversion, and for the capitalisation of the interest due 
upon them. 


14. The Directors who retire by rotation are Sir 
James Ramsden (who was elected by the Board to fill 
the vacancy created by the retirement of Mr. Molson), 
Mr. Kirkman D. Hodgson, M.P., Mr. Grosvenor 
Hodgkinson, M.P., and Captain Tyler. These gentle-. 
men are eligible, and offer themselves for re-election. 


15. Much-to the regret of the Board,- Mr. Grant has 
signified his intention of resigning the office of Secre- 
tary, which he has held in Canada and in London for 
nearly twenty years, in order to accept a partnership m 
a London firm. That Mr. Grant should meet with advance- 
ment can surprise no one who knows him, andthe Directors 
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and the Shareholders will alike congratulate him on his 
improved position. During his long connection with 
the Company, and especially in those periods of difficulty 
and depression which, it may be hoped, are now at an end, 
Mr. Grant has never failed in those qualifications of 
zeal, tact and ability, which have enabled him on many 
trying occasions to render most important services to 
every interest concerned in the undertaking. 


16. A vacancy has occurred amongst the Auditors by 
the retirement of Mr. Child. It has been intimated to 
the Board that the election of Mr. Grant to fill this 
vacancy would be highly satisfactory to the Proprietors, 
inasmuch as Myr. Grant’s intimate knowledge of the 
affairs of the Company weuld render his services in that 
capacity exceedingly valuable, and that he will be 
proposed for election as one of the Auditors.

The cost of maintenance for the half-year ending December last 
is £3,574 more than the corresponding period of 1871, and the 
increase is mainly owing to the advanced price in iron and timber, 
and the cost of labour during the summer months was in excess of 
1871. 

The cost of renewals has increased owing to the additional 
mileage of steel rails laid in 1872 more than in 1871.

Brivces AND Cutverts.—During the half-year ending 
December last two new iron bridges have been built east of Mon- 
treal, in place of the former wooden structures, viz. :—

and other iron bridges are being put up east of Montreal, replacing 
wooden ones. : 

The iron girders and tubes have received more than ordinary 
repairs, cleaning and painting, and are all in excellent condition. 

The Victoria Bridge has been re-painted from end to end on its 
up-stream side, and it is intended this year to complete it on 
the other side. The tubes have been thoroughly cleaned, and the 
wooden track stringers, &c., are in good order. 

Three brick arch bridges, between Montreal and Toronto, have 
been re-built in stone during 1872. 

The masonry throughout the line has received constant inspec- 
tion and repairs, and it is intended this season to renew in Ashlar 
stone masonry several brick arches, and rubble masonry, not fitted 
for this climate. 

Station Buirpincs anp Wuarves.—These have received 
regular repairs, and are in general good order. 

New stations have been built at St. Hyacinthe and Cornwall. 

A large station, to accommodate the various railways running 
to Toronto, was commenced in May, 1872, and will be ready for 
occupation in June next. This building is 470 feet long by 130 
feet wide, including a covered way for three Railway tracks, the 
whole length of the building spanned by an iron roof with a glass 
dome. The general waiting-rooms are ample for the accommoda- 
tion of the public, and the several railways have separate baggage 
and office accommodation. 

At Portland, one of the Ocean Steamer’s wharves and shed has 
been newly piled and re-built, and more permanently than last 
constructed. 

Fencine.—I am glad to report our damage by fire in 1872 was 
small, and the expenditure was much less than in 1871. 
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Narrowina Gauce.—The Line from Sarnia to Buffalo, and 
the London Branch, a total of 216 miles, has been changed from 
5 ft. 6 in. gauge to the general gauge of the United States, viz., 
4 ft. 84in. This work was done in eighteen hours in November 
last, and together with extensive additions to Sidings at Stratford 
and steam lifting elevators at Stratford and Point St. Charles, for 
changing cars from truck to truck, was completed within the 
estimated cost, and the whole isin excellent working order. 

Wear or Raits.—The 1824 miles of Bessemer Steel Rails laid 
in 1872 were manufactured by the Barrow Hematite Iron and 
Steel Works Company. 

The Steel Rails in track have been well laid with oak joint- 
blocks, fish-jointed, and ballasted. | 

Up to this date 91 Steel Rails have cracked ‘in the track, 
but causing no accident. These rails were, to all external 
appearance, sound; in some cases the fractures showed flaws in the 
inside. This quantity of broken Steel Rails forms about ~i,ths of 
one per cent. on the total quantity laid. 

The quantity of Iron Rails broken in track up to this date for 
1871 and 1872 is as follows :—

This decrease in the quantity of broken Iron Rails shows the 
benefit we are receiving from the Steel Rails. The condition of 
the Permanent Way is much more satisfactory than it has been 
for years, and the wear of Steel Rails being free from abrasions, 
laminations and bruises, so common with Iron Rails, shows the 
economy of releasing the Iron Rails as speedily as possible. 

The Steel Rails being laid in long lengths or sections, one of 
which is now 81 miles, also prove the economy of keeping them 
as much as possible together, and the running of trains has shown 
very plainly this winter the marked improvement in the Permanent

The 206 miles of Steel Rails contracted for, and to be put into 
the Main Line this year, will add materially to the efficiency of 
the Permanent Way, and the expenditure for ballasting will 
secure the protection of the rails, being laid in a good road-bed. 
The cost of maintenance will be reduced as the Steel Rails are laid, 
but it is found the Iron Rail portion of the Main Line is increased 
in its maintenance more than double that of last winter owing to 
the care and watchfulness required to protect it.

We have added to our Stock since Ist July, 1872, six new First 
Class, and four new Second Class Cars, also 650 changeable gauge 
and 75 Box Freight Cars, purchased from the Car Companies, and 
during the last two months of the half-year we received eight new 
narrow gauge Engines (four Passenger and four Freight) of the 
thirty ordered, all these additions being at cost of Capital.

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Norr.—Enernes.—Fifteen heavy broad gauge Engines have 
been converted to narrow gauge for use between Sarnia and Fort 
Erie; these were built on Renewal Account at cost of Revenue 
during the past two years, they were specially designed for future 
conversion to narrow gauge.

The unprecedented rise in the price of labour and of materials 
and fuel referred to in last Report has been maintained through- 
out the half-year, producing a corresponding increase in our ex- 
penses, and this with other unavoidable causes, has pressed so 
heavily upon us that our accounts exhibit an increase of 5°74 per 
train mile over December, 1871, while during the four years pre- 
ceeding we were able to reduce our expenses at the rate of one 
cent per Train mile per annum. 

The increase in our expenses over December, 1871, is $155,120, 
and our train mileage shows a decrease of 168,348 miles, and the 
rate per mile is increased from ec. 26°40 to ¢. 32°14. 

The shunting and miscellaneous mileage shows an increase over 
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December, 1871, of 119,699 miles, owing principally to the want 
of additional sidings, and this makes the decrease in total engine 
mileage only 48,649 miles; the cost per engine mile being 
increased from ¢.20°70 to ¢.24°29. 

-The principal increase in our Expenditure is in the item of Fuel, 
and the explanation of this is supplied elsewhere in this Report. 

‘The Renewal of the Engine Stock at Cost of Revenue has been 
steadily pushed forward, and during the half-year 5 new engines 
have been built at an outlay of $46,360, replacing the same number 
broken up. 

Before leaving the subject of Renewals, I beg to state briefly 
what has been done during my connection with the department. 

It was found impossible to complete arrangements for the 
systematic building of new engines until near the commencement 
of 1865, as the whole of 1863 and 1864 were necessarily devoted 
to the task of getting the existing stock into improved working 
order to enable us to move the rapidly increasing traffic; and at 
that time the greater part of the engines were of a very light des- 
cription, and of a heterogenous character, there being 70 different 
patterns out of a stock of 227 locomotives ; and of these there were 
only 27 freight engines of the power required to haul a load of 
20 cars. 

The first engine on Renewal Account and charged to Revenue, 
was built in March, 1865, and since then all new locomotives built 
or purchased on Renewal and on Capital Account, have been 
designed so as to secure sufficient power for our purposes, and so 
far as possible they have been of an uniform character. 

The total number of engines supplied out of Revenue is 52, and 
the average stock of locomotives, from January, 1865, and includ- 
ing those which have run during the whole of 1872, is 315; the 
renewals therefore during the 8 years have been at the rate of 64 
engines per annum, or over 2 per cent. per annum on the average 
stock. This result has been effected under very great difficulties 
—first, from want of additional machinery (only recently supplied), 
and second, from the continued necessity of reducing our expenses 
to the lowest possible limit ; however, notwithstanding the heavy 
extra expenditure, averaging from $60,000 to $80,000 per annum, 
the rate per mile for repairs has not, on the average, shown much 
increase on those existing prior to 1865.

Our Expenditure under the head of Fuel shows an increase of 
$103,352 over the December half of 1871, and the rate per engine 
mile has advanced from ¢.9°05 to ¢.11°39. 

Of the above excess :the rise in price of firewood accounts for 
$33,767, and the advance in price of coal for, say $7,000, making 
a total of $40,767 due to enhanced first cost. 

The fuel supply has been ‘for'a year or two past a subject of 
anxiety, as from various causes it has become increasingly difficult 
each season to procure the requisite stock of firewood of any kind, 
and the consumption of last winter (as per report for June, 1872), 
having been very much in advance of our estimates, owing to 
heavy increase of traffic, it was found almost impossible to secure 
a supply for this season, even at advanced prices. 

As mentioned in my last report, we decided to use coal on those 
districts where it was most difficult to obtain firewood, and a stock 
of coal was accordingly purchased, half from the United States, 
and half from the Lower Provinces. We would have greatly. pre- 
ferred to use the best Yorkshire or Scotch coals, but the unfortunate 
strikes and the extra demand for coal in England cut us off from 
these sources, and led to a heavy advance in the price of coal on 
this continent, so that the stock we have obtained costs on the 
tenders fully fifty per cent. over the average rate of former years, 
upon which we had calculated when experimenting, with a view to 
the adoption of coal. Under these exceptional circumstances, a 
great increase in the mileage cost of fuel is unavoidable. 

The quality of the coal obtainable in this country is as yet 
much inferior to the best English or Scotch, and this is especially 
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the case with that from the Lower Provinces, as it contains a large 
per centage of clinker and earthy matter, which by clogging the 
erates and fireboxes, increases very materially the difficulties in 
the way of using coal on our long journeys, which vary from 100 
to 125 miles. The use of “rocking grates”? has partially met 
the case, but the large per centage of non-combustible matter 
causes a loss of heat, and the grates are expensive in first cost and 
in maintenance. 

Notwithstanding these drawbacks, I find that on the’ question 
of actual work performed by engines per ton of coal, our returns 
compare favourably with those of English railways. Our average 
load with standard freight engines on districts having gradients not 
exceeding 40 féet per mile (or 1 in 182) is from 20 to 22 cars, 
which is equal to from 363 to 396 gross tons (50 to 60 per cent. 
heavier than on English roads), and our average consumption of 
coal for such loads is from 45 to 60 lbs. per train mile during eight 
months of the year. 

In view of the necessity for the use of coal upon a large scale, 
I apprehend very considerable difficulties and expense, from the fact 
that a large proportion of our old stock of engines have small fire- 
boxes, and are otherwise ill-adapted for using coal as fuel.

The increase in expenses over December, 1871, is $59,014, and 
this is chiefly attributable to the enhanced cost of labour and 
material, upon which I need not further enlarge. The damage 
sustained by the stock last winter not fully overtaken at 0th 
June last, has also added considerably to our expenditure, and we 
have incurred a larger outlay than usual on new lateral motion 
trucks, the general renewals and repairs of cars having also been 
more extensive than in the corresponding period.

The control of the Mechanical Department was handed over to 
me on the Ist January last, at which date I took charge as Chief 
Superintendent. 

I found the total stock of tocaBtves to be 361—broad gauge 
310, narrow gauge 51. Of the broad gauge stock the number in 
shop under repairs or requiring to cOme in was 108, or 33 per cent. 

The narrow gauge, with few exceptions, were in good condition, 

A census of the car stock will be taken at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. 

The total locomotive expenditure for the past six months is 
$1,116,632, and the total miles run by engines moving traffic 
4,595,536, the cost per train mile being c.32°14, and per engine 
mile ¢.24°30. 

The car expenditure for the half-year is $369,304, and the total 
car miles 45,448,553, the cost per car mile being c.0°812, and per 
train mile c,10°63. 

The cost of fuel per engine mile is c.11°39, and as a further 
advance has taken place in prices, the rate per mile for the current 
half-year will necessarily be in excess of the corresponding period. 

As fifteen of our best broad gauge engines have been converted 
to narrow gauge, I anticipate that an increased expenditure will 
have to be incurred during the current half-year to enable our 
broad gauge stock to cope with the traffic.
